Dead Lying in the Street. 

B. B. Sales, a delivery man, dreve down

He stated that he saw at leasf seven men, 
women and children lying along the ave- 
hue dead and many wounded. The devasta- 
tion in spots where the cyclone was the 
worst is complete. ° 
_ Trees were stripped of their foliage in 
Some places, while in others they were up- 
footed. Houses, once the pride of the city, 
are in some instances entirely gone, and 
in others only a pile of rubbish marks the 
place where they stood. 

A Fortunate Escape. » 

Captain Ely’s fine was blown 
to pieces. His wife and two children were 
at home but fortunately escaped. Not a 
thing remains to mark the spot where only 
@ few hours before stood the nragnificent 
residence of Captain Burgess. 

His family were absent from the house 
at the time. 

Mayor Tone, of Denison, who was in 
Sherman during the storm, gives the follow- 
‘Ing account of the eycline: 

The Cyclone Described. 

“I was on the courthouse square -about 
§ o'clock and heard a roaring wind coming 
from the south. The next thing I knew the 
air was thick with mud and small specks 
resembling ashes. _The cyclone did not 
Strike the courthouse or jail,»but followed 
‘up Postok creek. The roaring did not con- 
tinue over two or three minutes. During 
all this time it rained hard. In about five 
ginutes rumors began to spread that many 
lives had been lost and the reports grew 
Worse and worse as time passed. By 9 
o'clock fifty dead bodies had been recovered 
‘And searching parties are out for more.

Weyler Calls in All the Corn. 

Havana, May 15.—Captain General Wey- 
ler has issued: a proclamation ordering the 
farmers and peasantry, during the next 
twenty days, to transport to the towns in 
their vicinity all of the corn and other 
grain stored upon their farms. 

This order applies to the provinces of 
Pinar del Rio, Havana and Mantanzas. 

Military quartermasters are authorized 
by this order to purchase the grain sent 
to the towns by farmers at current prices, 
and if the grain is not required by the gov- 
ernment, it will be stored for account of 
its ‘owners. After a period of twenty 
days has elapsed, the proclamation . de- 
clares that any grain found upon farms 
in the provinces mentioned, will be regarded 
as contraband of war, and will: be seized, 
and the owners thereof subjected to 
criminal proceedings.

Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—Senator 
David B. Hill, of New York, is the last of 
the champions of the single gold standard 
to have his free coinage record brought 
home to him. The following extract from 
the letter he wrote in 1893, and the publi- 
cation of which he authorized last year, 
has been brought out again as an interest- 
ing contribution to the currency discus- 
sion. He wrote as follows: 

Wanted Free Coinage. 

“As to the repeal of thé Sherman law. 
I favor the unconditional repeal of the 
law. I have always been opposed to it. 
It should be abandoned by general con- 
sent. My views were partially expressed 
in my recent Tammany letter, which you 
have undoubtedly seen. Personally, I 
should prefer not to repeal the law /until 
an acckptable substitute was provided, 
in order to render more probable the adop- 
tion of such substitute, and not beeause I 
approve at all of the Sherman silver law. 
But from a party point of view, the wisest 
course is unconditional repeal. The coun- 
try expects it and the party will be. found 
fairly well united in favor of it. There- 
fore, it is unwise, while agreeing upon 
the general propositfon, to waste our time 
in .agreeing. upon a gubstitute pending 
the repeal. Let the repeal be made at once 
and let us differ as to other financial 
matters afterwards. I am in favor of bi- 
metallism as the issue of the future. We 
should seek to Keep that issue to the front: 
we should not strive for temporary success 
or compromise. We shoulda be for free 
coinage under an international agreement, 
if it be possible to proeure one—and for 
which every exertion should be made—and 
if not then for independent bi- 
metallism, |This is the great goal for 
which we should strive. It cannot be done 
at once. Our friends must not be impa- 
tient. The people must be educated. The 
unexpected action of India and the gen- 
eral sentiment of the moneyed classes con- 
spire against us at -this time. I do ‘not 
believe in the Bland bill or any other 
measure which guarantees anything -less 
than unrestricted coinage for gold and 
silver alike, as pledged in the democfatic 
platform. Let us prepare, not 
for present victory, but for victory upon 
that issue in 1896. The repeal of.the Sher- 
man law will not give the relief which 
is anticipated. It will aid business tem- 
porarily, but in a year times will be hard, 
and the demand for permanent financial] 
relief will be irresistible. We should con- 
tinue to hold out free coinage as the goal 
which the country must ultimately reach. 
The triumph of the monometallists will be 
but temporary.

Dupont Loses His Seat. 

The put their foot

pont is the man who claims to have been 
elected to the senate from Delaware, He 
claims that president of the state 
senate, who was acting governor—the gov- 
erior having died—had no right to vote in 
the election of a senator, but the president 
of the who was a democrat, did 
vote and prevented an election, making 
the senatorial vote a tie. 

Pupont claimed to be elected, though he 
had no certificate of election: The re- 
publicans of the United States senate have 
for several months attempting to 
seat him. This afternoon they forced a 
vote. The populists, including Jones and 
Stewart, voted or paired against Dupont, 
and the senate, by one majority, refused 
to seat him. The vote was 31 to 30. 

The settlement of this case removes @ie 
stumbling block in the way of adjournment, 
but it looks now like the tariff and finan- 
cial questions may be opened up again, 
and the adjournment of congress delayed 
indefinitely. 

Senator Bacon’s Speech. 

Senator Bacon today called up his bill 
to prevent the secretary of the treasury 
from making any .further issues of bonds 
without the special consent of congress, 
and delivered an hour's speech upon it. 

The Georgia senator called special at- 
tention to the fact that the people are now 
paying $10,000,000 a year interest on the is- 
sues of bonds recently made without the 
special authority of congress, He also 
gave figures showing how the gold reserve 
had been depleted by $10,006000 within 
twenty days, and predicted that under the 
system inaugurated by the treasury an- 
other issue of bonds would probably have 
to be made in the very near future. Sena- 
tor Bacon wove into his speech the ar- 
gument this bond question makes upon the 
financial gestion and indeed delivered the 
strort..¢st and best speech he has yet made 
in the senate. He was listened to atten- 
tively, and was interrupted several times 
by Senator Gray, but the Georgian showed

Senator Bacon argued that congress,either 
by action or non-action, would be re- 
spons.ble if more bonds were issued under 
the law by which $262,000,000 of bonds had 
been sold in the last three years. If the 
session closed with that law unrepealed 
congress would be saying to the people 
that it approved of the law, and also that 


i it approved of what the secretary of the 


treasury had done under it in the past and 
would approve of what he might do in 
the futtire. He argued that a delegation 
of the powers of congress over the finances 
of the country was a. violation of the letter 
and of the spirit of the constitution. Un- 
der the existing law that autocratic power 
over the finances was exercised not only 
in the absence of popular consent, but in 


/ opposition to the wishes of the people and 
of their chosen representatives. 


From the 
foundation of the government every issue 
of bonds had been made under authority 
given by congress and the act of 1875 under 
which $262,000,000 of bonds were issued, was 
no exception to that rule, because it was 
only intended to exchange one fornmr of in- 
debtedness for another form—that was, to 
issue bonds in order to cancel green- 
backs. It was never intended to clothe 
the secretary of the treasury with unlim- 
ited power to issue bonds at his discte- 
tion. 

Mr. Bacon ‘spoke of the outflow of gold 
which had begun—$13,000,000 being already 
gone, $8,000,000 within the past week. 

“Is there a senator,’’ he asked, ‘‘who 
doubts that that drain of gold would con- 
tinue, and that within a few months the 
treasury gold would be all gone? And then, 
under the existing law, and under the es- 
tablished practice of the treasury depart- 
ment another hundred millions of bonds 
would. be soon issued and a hundred mill- 
ions of greenbacks locked up. There is a 
most powerful and active element at work, 
under the lead of the chief executive, 
openly advocating the retirement and can- 
cellation of greenbacks and treasury notes, 
and this issue of bonds was the m@et ac- 
tive means of promoting that policy. It 
would effect that purpose as thoroughly 
as would be accomplished by a law for 
their cancellation.”’ 

Mr. Bacon declared that if, the day after 
the senate shall have adjourned and after 
senators had hurried away to attend polit-

Should 
any one man be, invested for the future 
with the more than royal power, in his 
discretion and without limit, to burden the 
people with debt to the amount of untold 
millions; and should the executive depart- 
ment be clothed with the most important 
legislative functions conferred by the con- 
stitution on congress? That was the great 
question. 

“‘Let the record,’’ Mr. Bacon said in con- 
clusion, ‘“‘show how senators and represen- 
tatives and how the political parties whom 
represent stand upon this great is- 
sue.”’ 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, conrmend- 
ed Mr. Bacon’s speech and called atten- 
tron to a bill which he, Mr. Butler, had in- 
troduced early in the session prohibiting 
the issue of bonds without the consent of 
congress.

TRADE: DULL AND FEATURELESS

AND UNTIL THE FUTURE IS MADE CLEAR 


There Is a Disinclination To Produce 
More Than Is Needed—Less Bus- 
iness Than a Year Ago. 


New York, May 15.—Bradstreet’s tonior-

“Central trade throughout the country 
remains quiet, wholesale mefchants con- 
tinue conservative and the distribution of 
general merchandise is almost of a hand- 
to-mouth character. South and southwest 
business remains dull and featureless— 
unchanged from last week. At larger of: 
eastern centers travelers are preparing 
to start out, but the uhfavorable features 
in recent weeks in respect to cotton, wool, 


,Steel and iron industries show no changes, 


Collections continue unsatisfactory. Rela- 
tively tha most favorable reports as to 
trade this week come from Illinois, Mis<~ 
souri, Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska. Job 
bers supplying that region report the de- 
mand for hardware, shoes, dry goods and 
notions more active and that mercantile 
collections have inrproved. / 

“Recent rains have had a very favorable 
influence on crops in Kansas and Missouri. 
This has tended to make merchants regard 
the outlook more favorable and to stimu- 
late purchases. 

“In addition to a better feeling and 
stronger values for leather and hides, steel 
rail mills have sold two tons of product 
this year to one ton last year. The fact 
that fewer pig iron furnaces are turning ‘ 
out as much, if not more, iron. this month 
than last, indicates that an unexpectedly 
large volume of contracts. had been placed 
prior to the late nominal advance in quo- 
tations. The recent average weekly com- 
mercial death rate is continued with & 
total of 265 business failures throughout 
thé United States this week, against 267 
last week ‘and 210 in the week one year 
ago. More important changes in quota- 
tions for staples’ include advances for 
nails, cotton and oats and decreases for 
pig iron, wool, petroleum, flour, wheat and 
pork with steel nominally unchanged or 
shaded, according to the character of the

R. G. Dun & Co. will say tomrorrow in 
their weekly review of trade: 

“Failures for the weék have been 224 in 
the United States against 211 last year, 
and 33 in Canada against 37 last year. It 
is now the midGle of May, too late for bus- 
inéss to change materially until the pros- 
pects of coming crops are assured and defi- 
ni ‘pe has been given to the presifen- 
tia test by the coriveritions. Until the 
future is more clear there is a prudent 
disinclination to produce much beyond or- 
ders, or to order beyond immediate and 
certain needs. If this waiting spirit pre- 
vails two months longer it wil: crowd into 
the last half of the year an enormous. 
business if»the outlook then is good. ; 

“For the present there is less business 
on the whole than a year ago, though in 
some branches more, and the delay of 
most of the depression is to many trying 
and causes numerous failures. The iron 
and steel industry is pronounced as dull 
as it ever has been in its whole history at 
Pittsburg, in part becduse of doubt about 
the maintenance of prices recently advanc- 
ed and the demand is so small that in 
spite of such advances prices average 1.2 
per cent lower for the week, Bessemer pig 
being no higher than it was three months 
ago at $12.65, while No. 1 anthracite is also 
lower—$12.50 at New York. The attempt to 
hold common bar at 1.2 cents leads many 
iron consumers to prefer steel bars which 
sell at 11 cents and: prices of nails are 
expected to be reduced because of scanty 
demand. There is much promise for fu- 
ture structural work, but orders are de- 
ferred. 

“Textile mills aré not yet gaining. BMnor- 
mous bargains in cotton dress goods and 
ready-made woolen clothing have hindered 
orders at any prices which the mills can 
afford to take, and nrust have partly sup- 
plied needs of consumers. For some cote 
ton goods a more active demand appears, 
and tow grades bleached are an eighth 
higher, but lonsdale and fruit of loom 
bleached 4x4 goods are cut to 6% cents and 
unsold stocks of many kinds are heavy. 
Curtailment of production, partly by in- 
tention and’ partly by difference about 
wages, has not yet brought the improve- 
ment hoped for.”

COMING ‘TO BRUNSWICK. 


A Great Industry Giving Employment 
to Many. 

Brunswick, Ga.,- May 14.—(Special.)—The 
canning~-of oysters, for years and years 
known only as a northern industry, is 
coming south, and Brunswick lays claim 
to one of the largest branches yet erected 
—a branch that employs 200 hands, over 
twenty boats, including two steamers, and 
works an oyster farm extending over 10,- 
000 acres of the finest oyster lands in the 
United States. The immensity of the pro- 
duction from this source can scarcely be 
appreciated by a layman, and, strange to 
say, it is in the northern and western mar- 
kets. that the largest proportion of -the 
products are sold. There is more than one 
Oyster factory in Georgia, but none of 
larger size than Brunswick's, and during 
the season it is worked it is the greatest 
object of interest to visitors who view 
the commercial gide of life strongly. 

The old tengers who have worked front 
their. childhood along the shores of Long 
Island, or among the rich oyster beds of 
the Chesapeake, are compelled to hang up 
their dredges and seek other places now to 
ply their calling. The great oyster beds at 
the north that have for years supplied the 
American market are almost exhausted, 
and the oyster men are turning their cap- 
ital and energies to the great and fertile 
natural beds at the south. Near Baltimore 
the supply has been gradually decreasing, 
since 1890, and the vandals and robbers 
along the shores of the Chesapeake and 
the star fish about Long Island have about 
exhausted the supply in those waters, 
despite the various state laws enacted -to 
prevent it. 

It is possible by a rigid enforcement of 
the laws that the beds may be restored, 
but as it requires about three or four 
years: for the young oysters to reach ma- 
turity, and considering the many other 
difficulties that will naturally arise, the 
probabilities are that the markets of the 
country will have to be ftrnished for 
many years, if not altogether, from the 
oyster beds of the south. 

In. 1890 the Brunswick factory was erect- 
ed at a. cost of $125,000, furnished largely 
by northern capitalists. It went into the 
hands of a receiver after two years ex- 
istence and was finally purchased at a 
lew figure by organized local capitalists 
with A. H. Lane as president and F. D. 
Aiken manager, secretary and treasurer, 
under the style of the Aiken Canning: Com- 
pany. The first year expenses were paid, 
the second $3,750 was made and this year 
the company expects to hold back on their 
product until prices rise in canned goods, 
their shipments in bulk more than pay- 
ing the running expenses of the entire 
concern. The oyster gatherers are ‘‘con- 
tracted” with—that is those who own 
Steamers, dredges and flats—after the man- 
ner in which railroad contracts are let to 
vemove dirt. These contractors take a 
boat load of negroes, three to six flats, and 
steam from five to thirty miles around 
the oyster farms, leaving a flat here and 
there, and returning to the first and others 
in rotation to-tow them to the factory, 
where the oysters are unloaded and the 
flats towed back empty to some other. 
spot on the farm. 
number of small boat owners are out in 
their house boats gathering oysters and 
making thereby enough money to support 


themselves and families. Twenty to thirty 


of these boats are in commission in addi- 
tion to the ones owned by the company, 
and all are licensed by the national gov- 
ernment to carry on thig coasting trade, 
béing subject to the marine laws of the 
United States and under the charge of the 
inspector of customs. Each steamer that 
works separately from the flats gathers 
and brings in on an average of 1,000 bush- 
els a day, or the average crop geathered 
weekly is estimfated at about 16,000 bush- 
els. The farm is constantly being cul- 
tivated in season and much care is exer- 
eised in planting the crop. The work of 
planting oysters has to be conducted by 
an experienced hand, who knows just 
how and where to-distribute them along 
the waterways. To place them too thick 
would be fatal to the growth and increase 


of the oysters, and should they not be

| planted thick enough it would cause the 
dredgers too much trouble in gathering 
them. 

The 
mystery to many people, and the idea pre- 
vails very generally that the oysters are 
actually fed and fattened like c)lickens 
or hogs. This is a mistake, however, and 
the cultivating process consists ¢imply in 
transferring the oyster from shallow to deep 
Water, where they expand, get thicker 
and assume a better shape in a very short 
while. The age of an oyster is immate- 
rinl, and one fully matured can be cul- 
tivated and enlarged by being p'sced in 
deep water as easily aS a young one. The 
manager keeps informed fully on the time 
when each section of the farm is planted, 
how long the oysters have been growing, 
and judges their probable size thereby. 
On an average of 400 bushels less per day 
are taken from a section than are planted 
each day. The dredges used by the steam 
vessels are constructed of iron netting un- 
der the bottom, and of hemp meshes on 
top and sides. It ig abcut four feet wide 
by six in length and is dragged along the 
bottom of the river from the side of the 
vessel as it steams along. It ig an easy 
matter to tell when the dredge is full by 
noticing the strain upon the rope by 
which it igs fastened to the boat. A hoist- 
ing engine is used to raise the dredges 
on board the boat. After the boat is fill- 
ed with oysters it steams back to the fac- 
tory and unloads, 

About sixty men, boys, girls and women 
are employed as openers. As soon as the 


boat’s load -is dumped on the docks the 
openers begin work on it, and as the bar, 
rels set apart for bulk oysters are filled 
a piece of ice is put in and they are seal- 
ed and ready for shipment. 

The factory proper is built in the form 


of two sides of a square, each side meas- 
uring 150 feet in length by forty in 
breadth. It is divided.into three compart- 
ments—the opening room, the process or 
canning recom and the offices. 

On the docks are two large iron steam- 
ing chests, about forty feet long by five in 
breadth ajid ‘thickness. Warm cans or 
crates are loaded with oysters and run 
into these chests through doors in the 
end of each. The doors are closed and 
steam turned on to the oysters in order 
to open the shells. The oysters are al- 
lowed to stay in the chests about five min- 
utes, they are run out the other side and 
given to the openers. 

When opened they are put in large iron 
Kettles of water heated to about 20 de- 
grees. They are then -taken out cf the 
hot water, placed in ice cold water and 
then canned. The entire process, after 
reaching the factory until they ave ready 
for shipment,, requires but little t:me to 
complete, and thousands of bushels daily 
are thus put up to find their way into the 
great markets of the north and west. 


MR. HOWARD, OF ALABAMA. 


Returning to the House Yesterday, He 
Made an Interesting Speech. 

Washington, May 15.—Mr. Howard, pop- 
ulist, of Alabama, ssignalized his return to 
congress after an absence of sveral 
months, today by rising to a question of 
personal privilege immediately after the 
reading of the journal. He said that when 
last present in the house his appearance 
had been made the occasion of a eruel, 
baseless attack by the press of the country. 

The article in: The St. Louis Republic 
he said, was typical of the general on- 
Slaught, and he read that. It stated that 
Mr. Howard had come on the floor of the 
house in a state of intoxication, after a 
debauch of several days, his appearance 
resembling that of a tramp. He had gone 
to sleep, it said,. on a lounge and had 
qthence been removed by two colored por- 
ters of the house. ‘‘This is the consumma- 
tion of Howard's career,” was ¢.e closing 
sentence. 

Mr. Howard went on to explain that he 
came to the house to vote on the silver 
bill. He had come against the advice of his 
physician, accompanied by his wife and the 
Wife of Representative Strowd. Members 
about hini, Mr. McLaurin and others, saw 
that he was desperately sick and they had 
advised his removal for that reason. Since 
then, Mr. Howard said, he had been con- 
fined to his room, at times near death’s 
door, and only yesterday had been able to 
resume his duties on the floor. 

“I should not trouble the house about 
this matter,” he continued, ‘“‘but I believe 
it to be due to the people who sent me 
here and the ehildren who bear my name 
to denounce the charge as wilfully and ma- 
liciously falsei” 

Mr. Howard referred to the designation 
of populists as ‘‘cranks” and said: 

“If the. principles of the people’s party 
are wrong, these misguidéd people who 
‘hold them will not be brought. back into 
the ways of: truth by vituperation and 
‘abuse. The same designation is made of 
free silver democrats and of free silver 
republicans, the only differénce keing that 
they are harmless and we are not. But 
whatever may be thought of the party to 
which I belong, I am a member of this 
house and am entitled to its protection 
against these assaults.”’ 

On motion of Mr. Dingley, of Maine, it 
Was agreed that when the house adjourn 
tonight it be until Monday next. 

Mr. DeArmond called up the unanimous 
report of election committee No. 3 upon the 
contested election case of J. Hampton Hoge, 
republican, against Peter J. Otey, democrat, 
from the sixth Virginia district, confirming 
the title of Otéy to the seat which he oc- 
cupies, and it was agreed to. 

The house then proceeded to read and 
pass the private pension bills favorabiy 
acted upon by the committee of the whole 
the past week, there being 160 in all on the 
calendar.

Group B—All competitive points on a line 
beginning at Georgetown, S..C., and thence 
through Lanes, Sumter, Lancaster, Rock 
Hill, Blacksburg, Spartanburg, Atlanta, 
Opelika to Montgomery, but not including 
the latter, and all competitive points be- 
tween this line and the Savannah, Macon, 
Union Springs and Montgomery line. + 

Group C—AIl' competitive points north- 
west of a line beginning at Spartanburg, 
and thence through Lula, Atlanta and Ope- 
lika to Montgomery, and on and south of 
an air line from but not including Spartan- 
burg, via Knoxville and Nashville, Tenn., 
to Corinth, Miss., and on and east: of the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, Corinth, Miss., 
to Mobile, but not including that point.

A QUEER STORY THAT COMES TO 


OHIEF CONNOLLY BY MAIL. 


A Wife’s Cruel Deed—Poisons Her 


‘Husband for His Life Insurance. 
May Bein Atlanta. 


Chief Connolly was the recipient of a very 
peculiar letter from Philadelphia yester- 
day from a man who is in search of his 
wife, who attempted ta poison him for his 
life insurance several months ago after 
having successfully pérformed the same 
deed on her own sister. 

The woman has robbed several people, 
and her photograph is now ir the rogues’ 


gallery of several cities. The husband is | 
R. F. Peters, an engraver of Philadelphia,” 


and the circumstances leading up to their 
marriage were decidedly romantic. On a 
very rainy day, two years ago, Peters saw 
the woman on the street and offered to 
escort her across the muddy crossiig. She 
immediately consented and they did not 
part on the other side, but were soon mar- 
ried, but not until after he had insured his 
life for $6,000. 

Shortly after the marriage she induced 
him to move to her old home on Spruce 
street, and shortly after the change he was 
taken violently sick with pains in his 
stomach, and his life was almost despaired 
of. At the‘end of three months, however, 


| he was pronounced out of danger, and the 


doctors told him that he had been poisoned. 
He immediately began to suspect his wife, 
and one day she came into the room with 
a solution which she was begging him to 


take, when the physician entered and told 


him not to do so,,- whereupon she flung the 
draught to the floor. ; 

After Peters was fully recovered hé went 
to the office of the company where-his life 
was insured, and was told that his wife had 
been there on several occasions to inquire 
if she could draw the money as soon as 
her husband was dead. 

In a short while Mrs. Peters fled from 
the city, after having ”* committed several 
daring robberies, and has not been heard 
from since. It Was afterwards learned that 
she had poisoned her own sister for the 
Same purpose a year or two before, and has 
committed several crimes of an equally 
serious nature. Her name is Bertha Péters, 
but she travels under the aliases of Drake, 
Wilkinson, Viola Wilson, Dale, Williams

The Sorrows of Rudyard Kipling. 

Years ngogthe elder. D’Isaraeli, wrote 
a volume on “The Quarrels and Calami- 
ties of Authors,” which runks among the 
finest productions of English literature. 

The title-of this volume is recalled by 
the tribulations which have recently 
overtaken Rudyard Kipling, the English 
novelist, Who has been © visitor in this 
country for several months. 

Two or three days ago Wipling had 
difficulty with his brother-in-law, in 
which the latter inflicted bruises upon 
the former’s intellectual organ which are 
likely to preserve the marks of the en- 
counter for Several weeks. It is doubt- 
ful if Kipling will be able to collect the 
story which he had in mind at the time 
of the dispute and which his brother-in- 
law has scattered over one of the turn- 


pikes of mel 0 
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As a Sequel to this encounter Wipling 
has had his brother-in-law put under a 
bond of S800, to keep the peace and to 
answer at the next term of court to the 
charge of assanlt with intedt to mur- 
der. 

In this disgraceful affair Kipling has 
shown but little of the courage which he 
has lavished upon his heroes. What a 
pity it is that he endowed Mulvaney 
with so much of the martial spirit and 
reserved such a trivial portion for him- 
self. 

Kipling will derive but little profit 
from his American adenture. The 
newspapers have shown but slight re- 
gard for his wounded feelings and there 
will be no delay in apprising his English 
friends of the humiliation to which he 
has been subjected. No rupture 
the two countries is likely to result from 
this affair, which. is more of a family 
quarrel than an international feud. 

In speaking of. the affair, The Boston 
Journal makes the observation that he 
fully deserved his beating. He had noth- 
ing but ridicule for Americans and re- 

garded a newspaper man as the advance 
agent of the devil. For this reason he 
could expect no sympathy from the 
American press. 

In a lighter vein The Chicago Journal 
indulges in the following comment upon 
the affair: 

Rudyard Kipling once indulged in some 
very foolish comment on America when he 
knew nothing of the country, but Ameri- 
cans have taken too keen a delight in his 
many charming stories to hold that against 
him. They will regret that during his resi- 
dence among them he has been the victim 
of one of those intensely disagreeable fam- 
ily rows that may occur anywhere, and 
wish him better luck in his future home if 
he should really transfer his household 
goods to foreign parts.

Dr. William R. Salmon, the oldest Free 
Mason in the world, died at his home in 
South Wales a few days ago at the pa- 
triarchal age of 106 years. For ten years 
he has lived in retirement on his Welsh 
estate, and for the last two years he has 
not been out of his quarters, There is. no 
as to his age, which is clearly es- 
tablished by family .records, showing that 
he was born in i790. His father was a 
practicing physician and a country gen- 
tieman of rank. Dr. Salmon was the old- 
est member of the College of Surgeons, 
and that body has the proof of his great 
age. “tie was not in the battie of Wa- 
terloo,”” says a London special to The 
Times-Heraild, “but was on the field a few 
days after the downfall of Napoleon. His 
career in the army was cut short by ‘a 
fortunate marriage with the daughter of 
Major Deree. He inherjted from the nra- 
jor the fine estate on which he lived for 
almost a century, and on which he died 
today. Mrs. Salmon died at the age of 
seventy-five years in 1858. 

“Until a short time before his death the 
patriarch of Penllyn court was well in 
health. He ate weil, slept well and felt 
‘hale and hearty.’ He rose at noon, dined 
at 6 o’clock and retired at 9 o’ciock. lie 
used tobacco until he was eighty, and 
then gave it up. But he néver gave up his 
port, of which he drank two glasses daily. 
He was compelled to abandon his drives 
over his beautiful estate in his one hun- 
dredth year. On his last birthday he re- 
aqeived congratulations from Mr. Glad- 
stone, who expressed sinc ere wishes for 
him here and after. 

“Dr. Salmon outlived all his contempo- 
raries. His old friends, who knew him in- 
timately, all passed away long, long ago. 
His children, with the exception of one 
daughter, are all dead, although he left 
many grandchildren, who, to him, seemed 
to belong to another world. Up to the last 
Dr. Salmon retained most of his faculties. 
His sight was bad, but his hearing was 
only slightly affected. His mtemory was 
clear in ancient matters, but poor for 
things of the last half century. When he 
first joined the Masons he was a member 
of the Jerusalem lodge, of London.”’

quires little explanation. It is based on the 
principle that no two people in the world 
are exactly alike, and if nine measurements 
are taken or Certain portions of the body, 
which seldom if ever change after maturi- 
ty, any person can be so classified that he 
can be picked out in a collection of a hung 
dred thousand with very little difficulty. 

Old “Rogue Galleiies’’ Now Obsolete. 

Under the old system of “rogues’ galler- 

ies’’ the photograph of every criminal ar- 
rested was taken in and put in large al- 
bums, which were easily accessible and 
had some degree of system, but the system 
was very crude. : 
- To identify a criminal it was necessary to 
have a man constantly employed who was 
an expert at remembering and recognizing 
faces. Such men are not always obtainable 
for such work and even where they are ob- 
tainable it is often a very serious task io 
identify the criminals that are caught on 
account of their various tricks of changing 
their facial expressions and the shape of 
their beards. 

It was generally necessary to make a la- 
borious inspection of hundreds of photo- 
graphs before the-man could be located if 
his photograph and record were in tht gal- 
lery, but under the new French system all 
this is done away with. 

Any. man of ordinary intelligence is just 
as good as an expert for the work. Nine 
measurements are taken: 

1. The height. 

2. The reach of the arms outstretched. 

3. The trunk, which constitutes a méeas- 
urement of the body in a sitting posture 
from the seat to the top of the head, 

4. The length of the head from the front 
to back. 

&. The width of the head. 

6. The size of the ear. 

7. The length of the left foot. 

& The length of the left middle finger. 

9. The length of the left forearm from the 
ip of the fingers to the elbow. 

These measurements have been proved by 
long experience to be the ones that change 
less than any others after a man reaches 
maturity. There are three classes for all 
of these measurements—large, medium and 


No Two Men Are Alike. 

When a criminal is measured he is classi- 
ied im one of these three branches in every 
one of the nine measurements and in that 
way he can be distinguished from any oth- 
er in a thousand, for no two men are alike. 

Men may have the same height, the same 
length of foot, the same length of head and 
yet they will differ in every other measure- 
ment 

The system of classification is so perfect 
that it is not necessary to look through 
hundreds of photographs, but one can turn 
in ten minutes to the measurements whieh 
correspond to the criminal examined, if 
his measurements have ever been taken un- 
‘der the system.

He wears a gray flannel shirt and 
light trousers; takes a certain amount of 
exercise every day walking in the corridcr, 
and enjoys a good bath every night just 
before retiring, using the faucet for a bath- 
tub.

The reports that have been circulated 10 
the effect that Joe Allen was the devoted 
friend of his father-in-law are without 
foundation, Delk says, and he does net con- 
sider that his daughter has made a very 
brilliant match.

“I have always tried to fetch my girl 
up right, and it makes me feei kinder bad 
to think that she has throwed herself away 
on such a «dude as he is.

FINDINGS TO THE GOVERNOR. 


Reasons Are Stated Why Lord Beres- 
ford Should Be Allowed His 
Liberty.

The state board of pardons has been in 
session for several day4, and a great many 
applications for executive clemency have 
been considered. 

The number of petitions is 
and the work of the board has been care- 
ful and each case that has been reached 
was closely investigated. | 

The members present at the session were 
Senators Whitley and Bush and Repre- 
sentatives Jenkins and Davison. Repre- 
sentative Humphries was not able to be 
present. The beard has decided to rec- 
ommend t6 the governor that pardons be 
granted in eleven cases. 

The recommendations and-reasons for 
the action of the board will be written 
out and fiited with the governor as soon 
as he returns to the city. The most promi- 
nent case brought to the attention of the 
board was that of H. 8S. Beresford, who 
was sent to the penitentiary from Rome for 
forgery. 

The board declined to discuss the reasons 
for making the recommendation, as their 
report must pass through the hands of 
the governor before final action can be 
taken in any of the matters considered. 
Beresford’s case is familiar to every one 
and his career has been a varied one. He 
is now serving his time at the Gress 
camp, located at Kramer, in Wilcox 
county. 

The governor will be asked by the board 
to pardon the following convicts: Melvin 
Smith, of Telfair county, convicted of 
forgery: W. S. Beresford, of Floyd coun- 
ty, convicted ‘of forgery; Richard Smith, 
of Quitman county,..convicted of murder; 
Miles Shear, of Cobb county, convicted of 
burglary; M. R. Munroe, of Dawson coun- 
ty, convicted of murder; Matthew Hart, 
of Sumter county, convicted of forgery; 
H. F. Betis, of Cherokee county, convicted 
of forgery; Lowndes Calhoun, of Fulton 
county, convicted of shootifig at another; 
Freddi Moore, of Emanuel county, con- 
victed of manslaughter; Tom Colbert, of 
Bibb county, convicted of burglary, and 
Tom Wilkerson, of Fulton county, con- 
victed of burglary.

The Voting Places and Managers Will 


Be Named in a Few Days and All 
Arrangements Made. 


— 


The committee appointed from the coun- 
ty democratic executive committee to make 
arrangements for the expenses and conmiuct 
of the June primary held a meeting yester- 
lay afternoon at 3 o’clock in the office of 
Captain Brotherton. j 

The call for the meeting was issued by 
the committee at a short held 
Thursday night, but only two of the mem- 
bers were present vesterday—Captain 
Brotherton, the chairman the commii-

tee, and Secretary W. J. Campbell. 


These gentlemen were authorized, how- 


ever, to asses the candidates and perfect 
the arrangements necessary for the holding 
of the primary. Other matters of intercst 
were considered, and active work will be be- 
gun in a day or two, and all of the deialis 
will be completed. 

Until it is ascertained just what number 
of the candidates will continue in the race, 
the amount of assessment cannot be Known. 
Secretary CampWell will make a canvass of 
the candidates today, and will see if any 
of the number now in the field have any 
intention of drepping out. Thase who leave 
the race will, of course, not pay ihelr 
amount of the assessment, and the iotal 
expense account will, therefore, be prorat- 
ed among the candidates contMmuing to the 
end. It is for this reason that the amonnt 
of the assessment cannot be stated at this 
progress of the race, 

The Arrangements To Be Made. 

There are many details to be arrangeu 
for, and the hoiding ot the primary will 
take the combined services of one i:undred 
and fourteen men. ; 

At each voting place there will be three 
managers and three clerks, and each of the 
managers will ‘be provided with printed 
rules governing the balloting of votes. In 
addition to the printing of the rules there 
will be printed a list.of the registered vot- 
ers of the county, and provision must be 
made for this item of expense. 

Six voting places in the city will have to 
be rented. The second ward will use the 
courthouse, which will be tendered free, 
but in all the other wards precincts must 
be rented and paid for by the candidates. 

In the country precincts there will be no 
charge made for the place where the votes 
are cast, as the managers will be given the 
privilege of holding the primary tor the 
country districts in country stores. 

The Primary Will Be Expensive. 
_The holding of a primary is more expen- 
sive than most people think until they have 
made an itemized list of the cost. 

The printing of the rules and registracion 
lists and renting of voting places afe thé 
smallest items of expense when compared 
to the salaries of the managers and clerks. 

“AS we employ these managers and they 
werk sieadily through the enttre day,” said 
Captain Brotherton yesterday, ‘‘we have to 
furnish them their dinners. The ‘nen must 
eat, and-the -linners will cost something for 
this little army of mer, 

“Then we have to print regular iists and 
tally sheets on which the votes are regis- 
tered, as they are cast, ane all of this adds 
up quite a nice \jittle sum. We have_.to 


.make all arrangements and notify the men- 


agers and clerks and the committee will be 
quite busy until the primary is heild.”’ 
The Registration Increases. 

The list of registered - voters of 
county is daily increasing. 

Yesterday was rather a dull day with Mr.
